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VOLTS BIG JOLT 

GM says its new rechargeable car to get 230 mpg In city driving

WARREN, Mich. General Motors saidTuesday 
its Chevrolet Volt rechargeable electric car 
should get 230 mpg in city driving, more 
than four times the Toyota Prius. 

The Volt is powered by an electric motor 
and a battery pack with a 40 -mile range. After 
that, a small internal combustion engine kicks 
in to generate electricity for a total range of 
300 miles. The battery pack can be recharged 
from a standard home outlet. 

GM is marketing the 230 -mile figure fol- 
lowing early tests using draft guidelines from 
the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency 
for calculating the mileage of extended 
range electric vehicles. 

The EPA guidelines, developed with guid- 
ance from automakers, figure that cars like 
the Volt will travel more on straight electric- 
ity in the city than on the highway If a person 
drives the Volt less than 40 miles, in theory 
they could go without using gasoline. 

Highway mileage estimates— which are 
generally higher than city ones— for the 
Volt have yet to be released using the EPAs 


methodology 

“We are confident the highway (mileage) 
will be a triple-digit composite,” GM CEO 
Eritz Henderson said. 

If the figure is confirmed by the EPA, which 
does the tests for the mileage posted on new 
car door stickers, the Volt would be the first 
car to exceed triple-digit gas mileage. 

EPA said in a statement Tuesday that it 
has not tested a Volt “and therefore cannot 
confirm the fuel economy values claimed by 
GM.” The agency said it applauded “GM’s 
commitment to designing and building the 
car of the future— an American made car 
that will save families money, significantly 
reduce our dependence on foreign oil and 
create good-paying American jobs.” 

Henderson said charging the Volt will 
cost about 40 cents a day, at approximately 
5 cents per kilowatt hour. 

Although Henderson would not give 
details on pricing, the first-generation Volt 
is expected to cost near $40,000, making 
it cost-prohibitive to many people even if 
gasoline returns to $4 per gallon.

ANTI-VIOLENCE GROUPS STRUGGLE AS FUNDS DRY UP

Karl Bell typically chokes up when he passes the intersection of 
Augusta Boulevard and Parkside Avenue in Austin. 

That’s where Bell’s younger brother, Andre, was shot and killed 
in 1980, two months before his 22nd birthday. Bell said. 

Bell, 49, found out about the attack while he was in prison, 
charged with involuntary manslaughter. Nearly three decades later, 
including about 20 years behind bars. Bell walks to that same inter- 
section with a message of peace. 

Once an active gang leader in Austin, he is now the Austin out- 
reach supervisor for the anti-violence group CeaseFire and its com- 
munity group partner Tbuth Outreach Services. He regularly can- 
vasses the neighborhood to mediate conflicts, check up on known 
violent offenders and pass out T-shirts, bumper stickers and dog tags 
with CeaseFire’s anti-violence slogans. 

Bell typically travels the neighborhood in a group. But lately he 
has been walking alone. 

CeaseFire has been in limbo for the last six weeks. When the group 


lost its state funding— which accounted for 85 percent of its budget— 
in the spending plan approved by the General Assembly last month, 
it was forced to lay off 150 workers, including all of its outreach work- 
ers. That has left only 20 violence interrupters to work the streets 
since July saidTio Hardiman, CeaseFire Illinois director. 

But good news came two weeks ago: Gov Quinn announced 
CeaseFire would be receiving most of its state funding. The group 
is set to get $5.6 million, down from the $6.2 million it typically 
receives. Bell is hopeful the Austin office will reopen by Sept, i 
after CeaseFire rehires some of its workers. 

CeaseFire is not alone in struggling to save its programs, staff and 
mission. Amid hard times for state-funded groups, anti-violence lead- 
ers who talked to RedEye said a decrease in government support and 
contributions from individuals has hurt their groups’ presence in vio- 
lence-prone neighborhoods at a time of year they’re needed most. 

Fifty-eight homicides were recorded in July, the most of any 
month this year, according to a RedEye analysis of preliminary 
police data. While that’s down from the 64 murders Chicago 
police logged last July, the numbers tend to rise in the summer. 
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when kids are out of school, Chicago police statistics show 
July historically has been such a grisly month, Phillip Jackson dubs it “Hell 
Month,” Jackson runs The Black Star Project, a Bronzeville-based group 
that walks through the South and West Sides handing out “Peace in the 
Hood” T-shirts and wristbands and placing posters in store windows. The 
group also hosts workshops for parents and teens on how to reduce risk fac- 
tors for violence, such as dealing with anger in a constructive manner. 
Black Star also is seeing its monetary support wane, and the group has 
had to lay off three workers this summer, Jackson said, 

Chicago Alternative Policing Strategy director Phillip Hampton, who 
took over the community policing organization in mid-July said groups 
such as Black Star “are clearly our partners,” 

“They’re very important to us holistically The police can definitely not 
do it alone,” Hampton said, “CAPS program, too, has suffered cuts, as 
has any city agency ,„ We’re concerned about the overall impact it will 
have on our efforts to have a vibrant and safe community” 

In stating his case for the need for government support, Hardiman 
points to August 2007, when former Gov Rod Blagojevich vetoed money 
for CeaseFire, The loss of state funding came at about the time the Illinois 
auditor general criticized CeaseFire for poor accounting methods. 

State Sen, Donne Trotter, who represents southeast Chicago and 
the south suburbs, also has criticized CeaseFire, Trotter told RedEye 
CeaseFire should share its funding with other anti-violence groups, 
which typically don’t get nearly as much money as CeaseFire, “We have 
allowed this one approach the exclusive rights to try to make a difference 
in the community,” said Trotter, the lead budget negotiator for Senate 
Democrats, “There are other approaches that have to be recognized,” 
In May 2008, a three-year Northwestern University study commis- 
sioned by the US, Department of Justice concluded that gun violence 
dropped 17 to 24 percent in six of seven neighborhoods that received 
CeaseFire services. 

On a recent canvass in Austin, Bell, the outreach supervisor, encoun- 
tered Andre Chatman, 18, whom CeaseFire has been counseling for a few 
months after he was arrested on a weapons violation charge, 

“I’d probably stiU be getting into trouble if they’re not around,” 
Chatman said, “We would have no people to guide us,” 

Other groups hope they’ll be able to keep their services intact. Build, 
Inc, , based in West Town, provides homework assistance and tutoring help 
to six high schools and 20 elementary schools with high-risk youth. 
Because of decreased assistance from the government and United Way, 
Build, Inc., instituted furlough days for its staff from February through June, 
development director Amber Mandley said. Salaries were frozen July i. 
Black Star’s Jackson said such cuts could lead to a rise in violence, 
“These groups are basically the front-line fighters of the violence, but 
they’re being left out there with no resources, with no support and they 
are going to go away,” Jackson said, “There is no way that the police by 
themselves can stop or control the violence that is happening in these 
communities ,” tswartz@tri bune.com

Suspect held in recent Lincoln Park attacks

A detailed description of a strong-arm robbery 
suspect was a key break in the investigation into 
the recent string of attacks in Lincoln Park, police 
said Tuesday 

A reputed West Side gang member was being 
interviewed Tuesday evening, and charges in one 
of four recent attacks in Lincoln Park were pos- 
sible, a police source said. 

The man was taken into custody Monday morn- 
ing at his home, the source said. 

The four robberies were marked by a swift and 
violent attack in the early-morning hours by a crew 
of several people that robbed victims— mostly 
young men— of wallets and other personal items. 

One victim suffered a broken jaw. 

Two of the four robberies happened about 2 a.m. 
July 30, one in the 600 block of West Fullerton 


3 ROBBERY SUSPECTS ARRESTED 

Separately, Evanston police early Tuesday 
morning arrested two men and a woman 
suspected in two robberies and beatings early 
Monday in Roscoe Village and Lakeview. They 
allegedly were driving a van stolen from a 
newspaper deliveryman who was badly beaten 
with a baseball bat. Police have not linked the 
attacks to the four recent Lincoln Park attacks. 

Parkway and another in the 2100 block of North

On Aug. I, there were two more assaults, at 
3 a.m. and 3:30 a.m., in the 2000 block of North 
Cleveland Avenue and the 300 block of West 
Webster Avenue. 

After the attack on Cleveland, a victim provided 


a detailed description of one of the attackers. 

That sketch led police to the arrest. 

Any charges against the person in custody 
would likely be limited to the Cleveland attack, 
the source said. Detectives also were pursuing 
more suspects, and they would continue to inves- 
tigate the suspect’s possible involvement in the 
other assaults. 

Police Supt. Jody Weis said Tuesday that he was 
encouraged by the break in the case and that the 
“person of interest” was cooperating. 

“Hopefully, that will lead us somewhere,” Weis 
said while speaking at a ceremony at police head- 
quarters. “I am encouraged we have someone that 
is of interest, and he is speaking with us.” 

Weis said detectives were continuing to review 
old cases and that a fifth attack was being reviewed 
to see if it fit the pattern.

Continental Airlines a letter asking for details 
on Continental Express Flight 2816, which 
left Houston at 9:23 p.m. Friday but didn’t 
arrive at its destination in Minneapolis until 
after ii a.m.

says the new engine, code-named “Caffeine,” 
will be faster, more accurate and more compre- 
hensive.

closings). After, visit the Brewer’s Coop, a store 
stocking home -brewing gadgetry and settle 
into the Tap House to taste Two Brothers’ 
brews on tap. Besides favorites such as 
Domaine DuPage French country ale and the 
Bitter End pale ale, the most recent release is 
Moaten, a Flemish-style red ale brewed in col- 
laboration with Belgian brewery Urthel. The 
bar serves full-size drafts ($4- $6) rather than 
samplers, so counter your intake with a pulled 
pork sandwich ($9) or pizza ($8-$i5) with 
Prairie Path ale worked into the crust. Don’t 
leave without an ice cream float ($3) made with 
the brewery’s cinnamon root beer (or upgrade 
to Northwinds stout, $6). 

Pit stop: Cascade Drive-ln Movie Theater (1100 
E. North Ave.,Wbst Chicago), about 20 min- 
utes north of Two Brothers, is one of the few 
drive-ins in the state, complete with old-fash- 
ioned window speakers and a popcorn-hawking 
concession stand. Your ticket ($8.50) buys two 
movies at 8 p.m. and io:io p.m.; the first is usu- 
ally more family-friendly Be there when the 
box office opens at 7 p.m. sharp if you want a 
prime parking spot.

Estimated drive time: i hour, 35 minutes 
Tours: Milwaukee is serious about brew, and 
Lakefront waves that flag high. The 22 -year-old 
microbrewery offers tours on the cheap — $6 
buys you the tour, four 8 -ounce samples of beers 
such as Fuel Cafe stout and Cream City pale ale, 
a souvenir pint glass, and a coupon for a free beer 
at a local bar. The brewery also hosts a weekly 
fish fry ($10 -$14) from 4-9 p.m. on Fridays. 
Reservations aren’t accepted, so get there an 
hour early for the most popular tours, running 
2, 3, 3:30 p.m. and every half-hour from 6-8 p.m. 
Friday, and hourly from 12-3 p.m. Saturday. Your 
best chance to sneak in? During the 2 and 3 p.m. 
tours Monday-Thursday. Just be prepared to raise 
a glass: Tour guides are known for instigating 
beer-chugging games. 

Pit stop: After all that drinking, you’ll need food 
to fuel you homeward.

The Felice Brothers’ stick man 
steps into the spotlight with 
The Duke and the King

“When the Felice Brothers started, we did anything 
we had to do to get from town to town,” drummer 
Simone Felice admits with a laugh. ‘!A.nd sometimes 
that involved felonies.” 

If the sound of New 'York folk-rockers the Felice 
Brothers (comprising Simone and his siblings Ian and 
James) embodies that kind of youthful, devil-may-care 
mentality, the sound of Simone’s new project. The Duke 
and the King, is more grown-up and contemplative on 
its debut, “Nothing Gold Can Stay” 

From his home in Palenville, N.Y., Felice, 32, owned 
up to his soft-rock jones and tried to explain the many 
nicknames of his partner— the “King” in The Duke and 
the King— Robert Burke.

Not that you’re comparing your partner 
to the devii. 

No, no, no. It’s like A 1 Pacino says in 
“The Devil’s Advocate”: “I have many 
names.” [Laughs] But, you know, he’s 
one of my best friends, and {he] toured 
around with Sweet Honey in the Rock, 
one of the best a cappella groups. He 
was the first drummer to play with 
them on a couple world tours. When 
he came back from those tours, I really 
sensed a new thing that he had, and it 
was this sort of understanding of vocal 
harmony and the strange sort of magic 
that happens when harmonies come 
together.

You and Bob are drummers, yet the 
emphasis on this album is really on 
melody and vocal harmony.

I’m glad it came out that way More 
than anything, I think the songs are 
sort of like prayers. They’re sort of 
like mantras for my heart, for my girl’s 
heart. Growing up, the first music I 
ever listened to was Joni Mitchell. Her 
record, “Blue,” I think, is probably my 
favorite, if I had to choose one. When 
I first got my Walkman, I was about 9 
or 10. The song that mesmerized me 
and sort of got me high on music for 
the first time was “We Are the World.” 
It was such a hit in my little hick town. 
There was a hick radio station; they 
played it every half-hour. So I would 
wait on my grandma’s lawn with my 
Walkman and my headphones on and 
wait for “We Are the World” and sing 
along. It made me feel like I was on 
another planet. 


There is a reference in one of your 
songs to wanting your MTV, so you’re 
obviously part of that MTV generation. 

Yeah, absolutely I’m a little older than 
my brothers, so I grew up in that MTV 
time. So pop music and radio music— 
soft pop— I loved. Growing up, I loved 
hearing a Lionel Richie song. That’s 
the stuff I love, and I’m not ashamed 
to say it. I love Phil Collins; I can’t 
front. I love Cyndi Lauper. And at the 
same time, I love Blind Willie McTell 
and all the great bluesmen. Nina 
Simone is one of my favorites. Jimi 
Hendrix is my hero. 

Have your brothers James and Ian 
heard the record yet? 

'Yeah, actually James sent me a text the 
other day out of the blue and it said, 

“ ‘Lose My Self’ is the {bleep]!”

Blane Fonda

Not the party-starting, self-deprecating nephew 
of Jane Fonda, though the bittersweet dance-rock 
might lead you to believe otherwise. In fact, Blane 
Fonda comprises 80 percent of Metromix Rock 
’n’ Vote alums the Sapiens, with new lead singer 
Mark Wetzel. While the Sapiens were promising 
but a little fidgety, Blane Fonda both tightens up 
and extends itself, as keyboardist Matt Witt often 
takes the lead and pushes certain grooves, like the 
chorus of “In Search of the Giant Squid,” into synth- 
heavy, bombastically sweaty territory. Much of 
the album focuses on temporary excitement, with 
Wetzel dropping lines like “Modern woman’s getting 
younger/she doesn’t want to settle down with so 
many other men to love” and “I can’t tell if this is 
love or hate/let’s get drunk and make mistakes.” 
Who can turn down a proposition like that?

Jazzy, soulful and oh-so-sassy, Dublin-raised, 
London-dwelling Imelda May’s “Love Tattoo” nails 
both old-school boogie (opening dance-floor filler 
“Johnny Got a Boom Boom”; the hip-swiveling title 
track) and smoky ballads (“Knock 123”; “Meet You 
at the Moon”). Lesser tracks like “It’s Your Voodoo 
Working” and “Big Bad Handsome Man” struggle 
to break out of their generic vamps, but May gives 
even a standard blues stomp like “Smotherin’ Me” 
a breathless, heated frustration. She’s part Norah 
Jones and part Amy Winehouse with a splash of 
Janis Joplin, boasting a piano- and guitar-driven 
retro sound that could have found a spot on the 
“Swingers” soundtrack. “Watcha Gonna Do” closes 
the disc with a fierce bit of fire, proving that May 
may not always be in control, but she sure likes it 
better when she is.

Comic book character turning up everywhere 

When Matt Sardo quit full-time bartending to open a comic 
book shop three years ago, he commissioned a custom-made, 
neon Green Lantern sign for the storefront. 

“IVe always been into sci-fi, and Hal was always the head- 
strong superhero,” said Sardo, 32, who as a kid fell under the 
green-ringed spell of Hal Jordan, a test pilot chosen by aliens 
to join a cadre of space cops. He even stuck with the “Green 
Lantern” comic as it declined in the 1990s “because that was 
the guy I liked.” 

With geek cred like that, it’s no wonder Sardo’s been 
pumped for this summer, when his favorite superhero 
takes center stage in the much-anticipated, best-seUing 
comics event “Blackest Night.” 

“Everybody’s hyped up,” said Sardo, owner of The Comic Vault in 
Ravenswood, “It’s like your favorite baseball team doing well,” 

Like Sardo, many superhero fans can recite the entire Green Lantern 
oath— or at least quote its key opening phrase: “In brightest day, in blackest 
night,” Thanks to a recent explosion of all things Lantern, it might be only 
a matter of time until the oath is as well-known as “Faster than a speeding 
bullet!” 

Beyond the GL comic books, the character headlines a just-released ani- 
mated DVD, and last month Ryan Reynolds signed on to play Hal Jordan in a 
live-action film, slated for a summer 2011 release, On^^dnesday, the second 
issue of “Blackest Night” hits comic stores, an event with enough cross-over 
buzz that it made this week’s “Must List” in Entertainment Weekly 

When “Blackest Night” debuted four weeks ago, Sardo packed The 
Comic Vault and sold a record number of copies. The story is the

“My sales for ‘Blackest Night’ are through the 
roof,” said King, who named his dog Kilowog after 
a character in the comics, “‘Captain America: 
Reborn,’ which is supposed to be the other big event 
going on right now, is just sitting on the shelf” 

Not bad for a guy who debuted in 1940 as a sort 
of modern-day Aladdin with a magic ring, clad in a 
purple cape and puffy red shirt. 

The character— the entire concept, really —was 
overhauled in 1959, when newcomer Hal Jordan 
became the first human recruit of an intergalactic 
police force, the Green Lantern Corps, whose mem- 
bers are granted power rings. Controlled through 
sheer force of will, the rings create constructs of 
solid green light, limited only by their wearers’ 
imaginations. 

All of the buzz appears to put the hero on the same 
trajectory as Wolverine, the breakout “X-Men” star, 
^t despite the fact Green Lantern was a founding 
member of the Justice League along with Superman, 
Batman and Wonder Woman, “for many people, 
he’s a second-tier superhero,” Alan Burnett, writer- 
producer of the new DVD, told RedEye, “He’s a B- 


plusser— but get ready He’s about to become A-i,” 
Hal has “never been B-list in my mind,” said writer 
Geoff Johns, who’s spearheading the rebirth of the 
Lantern franchise at DC Comics, “By the time the 
{live-action] movie hits, I think Green Lantern has 
the potential to be one of the biggest characters in 
any media,” 

Another indication of fans’ enthusiasm came at 
last month’s Comic-Con International, the annual 
pop culture fest in San Diego, when a standing- 
room-only crowd of 4,000 turned out to watch 
the world premiere of the animated DVD, “Green 
Lantern: Eirst Elight,” Organizers had to schedule a 
second screening to accommodate demand, 

DC Comics Executive Editor Dan DiDio told 
RedEye that Lantern T-shirts outnumbered Batman 
and Superman shirts at Comic- Con— the first time 
he’d ever witnessed that, 

“It shows you how much everyone’s getting on 
board,” he said. 

While Hollywood prepares the live-action film 
(to be directed by Martin Campbell, who rebooted 
James Bond with “Casino Royale”), fans have plenty 
to keep them happy In addition to two monthly 
“Lantern” comics, “Blackest Night” is luring new 
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readers with a mashup of superheroes, sci-fi and 
zombies, 

Johns began setting up “Blackest Night” in sub- 
plots almost four years ago. He clued in his reader- 
ship during 2007’s “Sinestro Corps War,” in which 
Green Lantern’s archnemesis formed his own bat- 
talion of lanterns, all armed with yellow power rings. 
As that sleeper hit concluded, Johns revealed plans 
for a so-called War of Light that would incorporate 
aliens with rings of every color in the spectrum. Just 
as the green power rings demand the will of their 
wearer, other-colored rings are each powered by 
a different emotion. It all culminates in “Blackest 
Night,” during which the dead rise and wield black 
power rings. 

It’s the kind of sprawling epic that fantasy and sci- 
fi fans live for, and creators are confident GLhas the 
momentum to go big-time, 

“What’s great about Green Lantern,” Burnett 
said, “is that he’s part of an entire universe unto 
itself, with a family of characters as big as ‘Lord of 
the Rings’ or ‘Harry Potter,’ So there’s all this poten- 
tial for Green Lantern to break out, and I think his 
time is right,”

My secret for the 
perfect sangria 


ril be the first to admit there are times the weather is just too hot and 
humid to enjoy a traditional glass of wine. During the dog days of sum- 
mer when the mercury rises to uncomfortable levels, I want something 
cold, fruity and refreshing. Nothing fits the bill better than a festive 
pitcher of sangria. 

There is no perfect recipe for sangria. It is typically made from red 
wine, fruit juices, soda water, chunks of fruit, brandy or rum (some- 
times), and spices such as cinnamon, A white version— or sangria bian- 
co— also can be made using a light-bodied white wine that has not been 
aged in oak barrels. You also can make sparkling sangria using Spanish 
cava or Italian prosecco, 

Sangria's traditional fruits include apples, pears, oranges, grapes, 
lemons and limes, but IVe also enjoyed recipes that call for strawber- 
ries, peaches, pineapples and even mangoes. Since the drink is served in 
a pitcher or punch bowl, it is ideal for larger parties because guests can 
help themselves. It also can be relatively inexpensive to make. 

Here is my basic recipe for sangria. You can easily adjust it to suit 
your tastes. The key is to have fun and experiment! For a base wine, use 
something inexpensive such as a simple pinot grigio, chianti or even jug
